True Bills Returned In Los Angeles

Los Angelos, Cal., Jan. 30.—Clarence 
S. Darrow of Chicago, chief counsel 
for the M cNamara defense, was in­ 
dicted by the grand jury here on two 
charges alleging jury tam pering and 
the corruption of a public official. 
Darrow, who had been notified that 
Indictments were imminent, was pres­ 
ent in court and surrendered. 
His 
bonds were ready , and after the legal 
formality of placing him under arrest 
had been complied with he was liber­ 
ated. Cy rus S. McNutt, another attor­ 
ney for the McNamaras, and Charles 
S. Young qualified as bondsmen. 
The specific charges were the pay ­ 
ment of a sum of money to Venireman 
Gearge Ixickwood 
and 
to 
Jury m an 
Robert Rain in the James B, McNa­ 
mara case. 
Gives $20,000 Cash Bail. 
Rail on each count was fixed at $10,- 
000. 
This was produced in cash. The 
indictments were 
returned 
almost 
without warning and created a sensa­ 
tion, but they were not altogether un 
expected, as the affairs of tb e defense 
attorney s w ere known to have been 
under Investigation for several weeks. 
That Darrow was the person aimed at 
became known last Saturday when he 
engaged Attorney Earl Rogers, one ot 
the best known criminal attorney s on 
the coast, to “look after his interests.” 
The maximum penalty that could be 
Imposed upon Darrow for conviction 
on all counts is thirty y ears imprison­ 
ment and fines aggregating $10,000. 
He is under $20,000 bail, but the form­ 
er chief defender of the McNamaras 
said he was glad the suspense was 
over and that he faced his arraign­ 
ment Thursday in the superior court 
with an equanimity born of his own 
innocence. 
“One guiltless of crime could hardly 
expect any thing else than acquittal,” 
he said smiling. 
Darrow Makes Statement. 
“I was expecting to be indicted,” 
Faid Darrow, “and I am 
prepared 
f<\r it, 
“All 1 will say in regard to the in­ 
dictment is this: 
“1 have repeatedly sAid I knew noth­ 
ing about any attempts to bril>o or 
influence a juror. 
I repeat th a t stead­ 
ily . 
I confidently hope and expect to 
be acquitted.” 
“We have to prosecute the ease, not 
to discuss it,” said Assistant District 
Attorney Ford, and declined to make 
further comment.
